In a year of relentless violence, 

Chicago has hit another gruesome 
milestone, exceeding 700 homicides on 
Wednesday for the first time in nearly 
two decades, according to official Police 
Department records. 

The 700 -mark was hit when a 25-year-old 
man was fatally shot about 6:20 a.m. at 93rd 
Street and Cottage Grove Avenue in Burn- 
side, said Frank Giancamilli, a police spokes- 
man. Then at about 8 p.m., a 24-year-old 
man was shot and killed in the 6800 block 
of South Cornell Avenue in South Shore, he 
said. 

The year got off to a violent start with 
50 homicides in January and rarely let up even 
after the end of the summer— the peak season 
for shootings. 

The numbers are simply off the charts. The 
701 homicides through Wednesday marked a 
nearly 56 percent jump from the 450 killings 
a year earlier. With one month still to go, that 
represents the most homicides since 704 in 
1998. 

Police Department statistics do not include 
killings on area expressways, police-involved 


shootings, other justifiable homicides or 
death investigations that could later be 
reclassified as homicides. And police said a 
fatal shooting happened early Thursday, the 
first day of December, but an autopsy hadn’t 
confirmed that the death was a homicide. 

Nearly 4,050 people have been shot, a 
50 percent jump from 2,699 victims a year 
earlier, according to the department statis- 
tics. Shooting incidents rose by comparable 
figures, to 3,315, up 49 percent from 2,224 a 
year earlier. 

The surge in violence has come at a time 
of upheaval for the Police Department amid 
an ongoing investigation by the U.S. Justice 
Department in the past year’s fallout over 
the video showing the fatal shooting of black 
teenager Laquan McDonald by an officer. 

Police Superintendent Eddie Johnson, who 
was a surprise appointment in March after the 
city’s top cop was fired over the handling of 
the McDonald shooting, said his department 
is doing all it can to combat violence rooted in 
poverty and hopelessness. 

On Tuesday following a speech to the 
Union League Club, Johnson called this year’s 
homicide totals “unacceptable,” blaming 
what he called a “small subsection of citizens” 
for the violence.

“The police are doing their job,” he told 
reporters. “What we need help in is holding 
these repeat gun offenders accountable for 
this gun violence, and until we do that, we’re 
going to continue to see the cycle of violence.” 

Month after month this year, homicides in 
Chicago have soared to levels not seen since 


the 1990s. The 92 homicides in August alone 
marked the most the city had seen for a single 
month since July 1993. And in November, ho- 
micides totaled 77, the worst for that month 
since 78 in 1994. 

The city’s violence continues to far out- 
pace both New York and Los Angeles, whose 
populations far exceed Chicago’s. According 
to official statistics through about Nov 20, 
New York and Los Angeles had a combined 
565 homicides, far less than Chicago’s total. 
In addition, both cities recorded a combined 
2,117 shootings. 

Crime experts caution about making year- 
to-year comparisons of homicides, arguing 
that long-term trends give a better under- 
standing of how the level of violence in a city 
has changed over time. 

Police officials have blamed much of Chi- 
cago’s violence on the flow of illegal firearms 
through dangerous neighborhoods and an in- 
tractable gang problem. 

Another factor contributing to the vio- 
lence could be a drop in morale among Chi- 
cago police officers because of heightened 
scrutiny in the fallout over the McDonald 
shooting as well as a new law requiring that 
detailed reports be filled out for every street 
stop because of concerns over racial profiling.

NOT THAT THE BEARS WILL TRY TO TANK, BUT A LOSS WOULDN’T BE THE WORST THING

This week’s slate 
of NFL games 
features several 
playoff contenders 
pitted against one 
another, with either 
a division lead or 
a wild-card spot 
potentially on the 
line. 

The game at 
Soldier Field on 
Sunday between the 
Bears and San Francisco— whose records 
sit at 2-9 and 1-10, respectively— includes 
precisely zero of those elements. Yet it 
might hold the biggest stakes of all. 

To put it simply, the Bears cannot afford 
to win this game if they want any shot at 
the No. 2 pick in the next NFL Draft. This 
is a crucial opportunity to secure a loss 
against their main competition for the 
second overall pick. In this league, missing 
a franchise-type player by one draft slot 


is enough to cripple a team for a decade- 
plus. Purely from a fan perspective — one 
the players and coaches don’t share, of 
course — this is a must-lose game. 

If you want “hope” that the Bears can 
pull this off, they lost to the 49ers last year 
at Soldier Field, also in their 12th game. 

How did the Bears get here? Well, there’s 
a short-term answer and a long-term 
answer. 

The short-term answer is that this was 
a below-average team on opening day that 
started taking on water as injuries and 
suspensions piled up. If you choose to 
watch the game Sunday, you likely won’t 
recognize the majority of the players on 
the field. It’s as if someone hit a pinata 
filled with undrafted free agents and then 
handed them Bears jerseys. At this juncture 
of the season, winning games accomplishes 
nothing more than changing seats on the 
Titanic. 

The long-term answer can be attributed 
mostly to former general manager Phil 


Emery, who used his reverse-Midas touch 
to turn good draft slots into bad football 
players. He is also the man responsible for 
inking Jay Cutler to one of the dumbest 
deals in the history of professional sports, 
tying up much of the available salary cap 
for the past few dismal seasons. 

But there is hope for current GM Ryan 
Pace and his regime, who in their limited 
time in office have already seen some of 
their draft picks yield promising returns. 
There is reason to believe this front office 
would take advantage of the opportunity 
to select a long-term difference-maker 
with a top pick in the draft. 

Pace has the organization’s overall 
trajectory pointing upward, young players 
are getting valuable game experience and 
John Fox likely isn’t coaching for his job. 

So here’s your permission to sit back, relax 
and enjoy this rare macabre carnival where 
in defeat, the Bears have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose.

Editor’s note: Each week during the NFL season, 
former Bears defensive lineman Alex Brown 
shares his football wisdom with RedEye. Responses 
have been edited for length and clarity. 

Jay Cutler’s officially done for the year. Which 
means the Bears are essentially all in on quar- 
terback Matt Barkley This week, former 
Bears lineman Alex Brown evaluates how far 
Barkley has come, what all the injuries really 
mean and how long it will be before the fran- 
chise gets up off the mat. 

On his confidence in Barkley after last 
week’s three-touchdown performance: 

He looked a heck of a lot better than he did 
when he came in when Hoyer got hurt, so 
that was promising. But I’m not going to go 
crazy and go out and say, “Well, he’s the next 
{great QB}.” We’ll see if he can put together 
back-to-back games. 

On how fans should view the litany of Bears 
injuries: 

What I say to all the fans is, did you really 
think the Bears were going to win the Super 
Bowl this year? So relax a little bit. Calm 
down. This is a growing process. You didn’t 
think they were going to win the Super Bowl 
before the injuries. Why are you so shocked 
that they’re so bad with all the injuries? 

This is a great opportunity for young guys 
to play and show what they can do. You have 
those players who sit on the bench and say “I 
can do this, I can do that.” All of the sudden 
the coach looks at you and says, “Let’s go.” 
And now all of the sudden you’ve got that 
nervous look on your face. Well, what the 
hell are you nervous for? Tou’ve been asking 
for this, and nowhere it is, and now you’re 
nervous? There’s no room for being nervous 
then if that’s what you’re asking for. Go do 
exactly what you envisioned when you were 
sitting at the end of the bench. 

On how long it will take the Bears to be 
competitive in the NFC North: 

It’s not gonna be 10 years from now, it’s 
gonna be a couple. Two, three years, and I’m 
not saying we’re going to win the Super Bowl, 
but we’ll compete for the division, and that’s 
first and foremost when you’re coming into 
the season because that’s the easiest way to 
get into the playoffs.

The 
raw and cured fish preparations are some of the best in the 
city, and there’s plenty of sake to go around.
